‘U.S. heading for recession’ 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (A F) 
— the Carter administration has 
admitted that the United States 
economy is headed for a recession 
this year, something most other 
forecasters have been predicting 
for months. 

In addi tio n, inflation in the 
United States will hit the doable- 
digit level of 10.6 per cent this 
year while unemployment will rise 
to 6.6 per cent this year and 6.9 
per cent in 1980, the administra- 
tion said Thursday. 

The figures were contained in a 
new forecast for the U.S. economy 
that showed a major deterioration 
from the outlook just a few 
months ago. The Congressional 
Budget Office issued a similar 
gloomy economic outlook Wed- 
nesday. 


“We think the recession -that is 
implied by our forecast, will be 
relatively mild and short-five dT’ 
said Lyle Gramley, a member of 
the president’s Council of 
Economic Advisers. That means 
die Carter administration believes 
it won't be as bad as the 1974- 
1975 recession, the worst in the 
post-war period, when unemp- 
loyment reached 9 per cent. 

But Gramley said “there is a 
possibility our forecast may 
underestimate" the extent of the 
downturn. 

Carter, meanwhile, is winding 
up a marathon domestic summit at 
Camp David, Maryland in prep-, 
aration for his delayed speech to 
the nation Sunday night. 

Details of the speech have hot 
been released, but it is expected 


Gunmen strafe march 
by 3,000 Iran Arabs 


ABADAN, Iran, July 13 (R) — 
Gunmen opened fire from roof- 
tops on a peaceful protest march 
in this dty Friday wounding three 
Arab demonstrators. 

Arab sources said the gunmen 
were apparently Islamic 
revolutionary guards. There was 
firing in the air as a crowd of 3,000 
Arabs demanding self-rule for 
Khnzestan province approached a 
central square. 

As shots rang out three demons- 
trators fell wounded, one with a 
bullet in the leg, another hit in the 
arm and the third hit with a glanc-. 
ing blow to the head. 

The sources said none was seri- 
ously wounded and all refused to 
be taken to hospital for fear of 
arrest by Islamic guards. There 
were unconfirmed reports that 
three people had already been 
arrested during the morning. _ 

. h was tbe latest violence in foe 
tense oil ^province in xpoent days. 
Juspokesman for Khnzestari’s 
Arab spiritual leader. Sheikh 
• Thher al-Shobeir Khaghani, said 
Hmrsday 12 Islamic revolutio- 
nary guards and two Arabs bad 
been killed in fighting on Mmob 
Island near Abadan when guard- 
smen stormed houses in search of 
hidden arms.

Three Executed 

In Tehran three men were 
executed by firing squad at 
Tehran’s Qasr Prison Friday after 
being found guilty of setting up 
brothels and gambling dens. 

The Tehran Islamic revolutio- 
nary court, which Thursday 
ordered three prostitutes 
executed, also found the men 
guilty of sodomy and adultery. 

The three wexti judged guilty of 
the Koranfc crimes of warfare on 
God and corruption. 

The courts sent women before 
the firing squad'for the first time. 

Train Derails 

Furthermore nine persons were 
killed and up to 60 injured when a 

crowded passenger train plunged 
off the rails’ cast of the capital. 

The official Pars news agency 
said troops and air force helicop- 
ters rushed to the crash site, 114 
kilometers east of Tehran 3s rail- 
way officials said the crash may 
have been caused by saboteurs.

tion. 

And- as congress waits, it is giv- 
ing priority treatment to many of 
the same energy programs the 
president is reportedly consider- 
ing espousing.

“ Today, I am returning the 
DC-10 fleet to the air,? FAA 
chief Tanghome Bond announced 
at a news conference. 

Bond said DO 10s operating in 
the United States would have to 
complete previously-ordered 
inspections before returning to the 
air.

72 die in hotel fire 


ZARAGOZA, Spain July 13 
(AP) — The toll in Spain's worst 
hotel fire rose Friday to 72 dead, 
three missing and 70 injured, offi- 
cials said, and the government 
opened a probe into alleged safety 
violations at the 1 0-story building. 

Ramon Sainz de Varanda, the 
mayor of tins northeastern pro- 
vincial capital, told reporters the 
luxury hotel did not meet required 
safely standards. Civil Gov. Fran- 
cisco Laina disputed the mayor 
and said the buflding bad 160 fire 
extinguisher for- 237 rooms. 

Laina said the fire, the worst 
hotel disaster in Spanish history, 
started when cooking oil in a 
deep-fat fryer exploded in the 
ground-floor coffee shop. Fire- 
men said as the flames roared 
through the first two floors, the 


ventilation system spread the 
smoke throughout the building, 
and about half the victims died 
from suffocation. 

Insurance investigators said the 
.deep-fat fryer caught fire at least 
twee in the past few days but the 
small blazes were extinguished by 
hotel workers. They said the emp- 
loyees tried to put out the blaze 
Thursday as well, but couldn’t and 
called firemen after 10 minutes. 

There were 300 guests regis- 
tered up the hotel. Those who 
escaped included the 79-year-old 
widow of Gen. Francisco Franco, 
who was visiting Zaragoza for the 
enrollment of her 21 -year-old 
grandson in a military academy. 
She was treated at the hospital for 
shock and smoke inhalation and 
was released. _ 
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Cairo envoy seized in Ankara 
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ANKARA, July 13 (AP) — 
Three Palestinians blasted their 
way into the Egyptian embassy 
Friday, seized the ambassador and 
other hostages after reportedly 
killing “ many " persons, the state 
radio said. 

The raiders killed a Turkish 
policeman and Turkish security 
guard as they stormed into the 
building, firing automatic 
weapons and apparently tossing a 
grenade. It was reported they 
seized as many as 20 hostages, 
including Ambassador Ahmed 
Keraal OJeraa and his son. 

The attackers demanded that 
Turkey sever its relations with 
Egypt and Israel, that Egypt 
release two Palestinian prisoners, 
and that they get a bus to take 
them to Ankara's airport and a 
plane to fly to a friendly Arab 
country. 

If the conditions are not met, 
“ we are determined to blow up 
the building, " state radio quoted 
one of the attackers as telling a 
reporter in a telephone interview. 

A Turkish employee of the 
embassy who was released told 
police “ there are many dead" 
among the hostages, the govern- 
ment broadcast said. 

This could not be otherwise 
confirmed. The woman employee, 
secretary Bahar Ozturk, said the 
assailants were holding four Egyp- 
tians and two Turks hostage. Ear- 
lier reports said there were 20 hos- 
tages. 

The attackers had threatened to 
kill one hostage every five minutes 
after a 2:30 p.m. (1130 GMT) 
deadline passed for meeting their 
demands. 

A ring of security forces, includ- 
ing armored cars of a mechanized 
infantry division and police sharp- 
shooters, took up positions 
around the embassy compound, 
stationing themselves near the 
adjacent Bulgarian and Hun- 
garian embassies. Police helicop- 
ters hovered overhead. 

Premier Bulent Ecevit and 
Interior . Minister Hasan Fehmi 
G unes sped to the scene and were 
conducting apparently fruitless 
negotiations with the attackers. 
Egyptian authorities said permis- 
sion had been given to storm the 
embassy if negotiations failed. 

The gunmen said they wanted a 
flight to either Syria, Iraq, Kuwait 
or Libya, and the ambassadors of 
those countries were summoned 
to the Turkish Foreign Ministry 
for consultations. The names of 
the prisoners whose freedom the 
attackers were demanding were 
not immediately available. 

Iraq announced that Baghdad 
Airport was closed because of a 
sandstorm. 

A guard who survived the raid 
told police the attack was master- 
minded by a “ tall, blond and 
tOUgh-looking Pales tinian. ” 

Negotiations continued for 2 Mi 
hours until the deadline passed, 
after which the attackers abruptly 
cut off contacts. 

In Cairo, Egyptian Prime Minis- 
ter Mustafa Khalil threatened 
“ serious retaliation” if the Pales- 
tinians harmed Egyptian dip- 
lomats. 

The Turkish government has 
committed itself to opening a 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
office in Ankara, but has not done 
so, reportedly because Turkish 
commandos are being trained in 
Palestinian camps. 

K~hqffl Warning 

In Cairo Prime Minister Mus- 
tafa Khalil warned Friday that 
Egypt bolds the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization responsible for 
the takeover of the embassy in 
Ankara and threatened “serious" 
retaliation if hostages were 
harmed. 

In a statement carried by Cairo 
radio, Khalil said “ Egypt holds the 
FLO, with all of its factions, 
responsible for the dangerous 
incident which affects the basic 


relations with the Egyptian peo- 
ple." 

The PLO broke diplomatic rela- 
tions with Egypt along with most 
other Arab states and Iran after 
the March 26 signing of a peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel. 

Responsibilitv Claim 
In Beirut a group of anti- 
Egyptian Palestinians Friday 
claimed responsibility for the 
seizure of Egypt's embassy in the 
Turkish capital of Ankara. 

In a bnel statement telephoned 
to Reuters, the group said: 

“The Eagles of the Palestinian 
Revolution Organization 
announces its responsibility for 
storming the building of the 
embassy of the treacherous Egyp- 
tian regime in Ankara and detain- 
ing there to seek the realisation of 
the just demands of the organiza-

tion's revolutionaries." 

The organization had not been 
known before March 27, when it 
d aimed responsibility for a bomb 
blast which wrecked a Jewish stu- 
dent canteen in central Paris. 

The blast came one day after 
President Carter, President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt and Prime 


Minister Menahem Begin of Israel 
signed the Israeli- Egyptian peace 
treaty which has since been con- 
demned by almost all Arab states. 

The Eagles of the Revolution 
also claimed responsibility for 
bomb attacks on the office of the 
Egyptian airline, Egyptair and the 
Israeli mission in the Cyprus capi- 
tal of Nicossia on April 5. The 
blasts caused no casualties. _ ■ - 

Two weeks later, the organiza- 
tion said it had been responsible 
for a parcel bomb which killed a 
woman at Cairo's main post office 
on April 19. 

Palestinians groups and Arab 
states have condemned Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat for signing 
the separate peace treaty with 
Israel and vowed attacks on 
Egypt’s representatives every- 
where.

Esaki starts 
Saudi visit 

JEDDAH, July 13 (SPA) — 
Japanese Minister of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry, 
Masumi Esaki arrived here Friday 
night for a visit of several days. 

F-gaW, leading a delegation 
from several JapaneseminBtries, 
was received upon arrival by Dr. 
Faronk Akbdar, secretary general 
of the Royal Commission for 
jubail and Yanbu. 

The Japanese minister will hold 
talks with Saudi officials on a 
number of subjects aimed at 
boosting cooperation between the 
two countries. 

In an airport statement Esaki 
said “ trade between Japan and 
Saudi Arabia is beyond imagina- 
tion — for the Kingdom is the 
leading importer of Japanese 
goods while Japan imports more 
than half of its oil requirements 
from Saudi Arabia. ” 


Plane ferrying PLO arms 


AMSTERDAM, July 14 (R) — 
A U.S.-owned transport plane 
was apparently used by a charter 
company to ferry arms from Pales- 
tinmans in Lebanon to Sandinistas 
fighting to overthrow Nicaragua' s 
Gen. Anastasio Somoza. 

International Airlines, whose 
airline was relieved of 50 tons of 
arms by Tunisian officials, said 
Thursday it was “led down the 
garden path” by Young Air 
Cargo, a Brussels-based firm 
which chartered Global's Boeing 
707 to carry medical supplies. 

M arable said the craft was 


loaded in Beirut Tuesday. He said 
he was “suspicious" of the cargo 
because it was packed in wooden 
boxes.

S. Koreans welcome Naif 


To farmers and fishermen 


SEOUL, July 13 (SPA) — 
Interior Minister Prince Naif left 
Taipei Thursday for South Korea 
at the end of his official visit to 
Nationalist China. He was seen off 
by the Chinese Prime Minister and 
senior officials. 

Speaking at the airport before 
leaving. Prince Naif said his visit 
had been a success, and that it 
would contribute to strengthening 
relations between Saudi Arabia 
and China. He had given greetings 
from King Khaled and Crown 
Prince Fahd to the Chinese presi- 
dent. 

The talks he had held with the 
Chinese prime minister, interior 
and foreign ministers, had dealt, 
he said, with bilateral relations. 
They bad discussed important 
subjects, and Prince Naif had 
made the Kingdom's position 
clear -in every field. 

He had found on the Chinese 
side a complete understanding for 
the Kingdom's policies, and sup- 
port for them. Both sides bad 
shown identical views on every 
aspect of the international situa- 
tion. ■ 

Prince Naif praised the 
achievements of the Chinese peo- 
ple in developing their country. 

He was asked about Communist 
China's treatment of Muslims and 
its readiness to publish the Holy 
Quran, and replied that the King- 
dom appreciated any service given 
Muslims anywhere in the world 
that would allow them to perform 


'their religious rites freely, pro- 
vided that the service were 
genuine and not a show. 

The Kingdom’s attitude to such 
matters would be based on facts 
and motives. 

He said security obtains in 
Saudi Arabia, and that it 4s not 
influenced by Communism 
because Communist ideologies 
are contrary to Islam. 

In Seoul, Prince Naif was 
received by the South Korean 
interior minister, the governor of 
Seoul and the police commander. 
He was later received by the Prime 
Minister at a meeting attended by 
the interior minister and Sheikh 
Zein AJ- Abidin, the Saudi ambas- 
sador accredited to South Korea. 

At a dinner later Thursday 
given in his honor by the interior 
minister. Prince Naif said that 
under the wise leadership of both 
countries the already strong rela- 
tions between Saudi Arabia and 
Korea would grow yet stronger, 
based as they are on true and fruit-

Over SR7m given to free 
jailed Jeddah bankrupts 


JEDDAH, July 13 (SPA) — 
The Agricultural Credit Bank, a 
government body that helps far- 
mers and fishermen, made 20,298 
loans totalling SR585,668*268 in 
financial year that ended in June 
1978. 

The banks annual report for 
the year, published Thursday, said 
that was an increase in lending of 
20 per cent over the previous 
year's total. The loans paid for 
machinery and equipment 

The report also said that the 
capital of the bank had been 
increased by SR400 million to 
SRI ,438 million. 

Fanners alone received assis- 
tance amounting to 
SR41 ,572,941 over the year, a 
333 per cent increase over the 
year before. The report added that 
68.8 per cent of the 
SR225 ,200,934 due for repay- 
ment was returned to the bank by 
borrowers. 

In the year new regulations 
were issued to simplify office pro- 
cedures involved in applying 
for and being granted a loan, and 
loan terms were reformed.

Most of the short term loans 
were extended by the J e dda h 
branch of the bank to buy animal 
feed and to finance the monthly 
pooled irrigation in Qu n fuza h .

Sudairi warns of impending food crisis

ROME, July 13 (SPA) — The 
Saudi president of the Interna- 
tional Fund for Agricultural 
Development, Abdul Mohsen 
Sudairi, has predicted a food crisis 
for the world in the 1980s. No 
measures had been taken to avert 
it 

He called on tbe world to put all 
its efforts into rural development 
in the emerging countries. He was 
addressing the International Con- 
ference on Agrarian Reform and 
Rural Development here. 

Sudairi said that the Fund had 
found that small farmers in the 
Third World were trapped into 
low productivity because they 
could not buy machinery. Nor did 
they have sufficient irrigation, 
technology and other aids avail- 
able to others. 

He and the fund were certain 
that peasant farmers had tbe 
capabilities to increase their out- 
put, but that a poverty of 


resources prevented their realiz- 
ing their potential. 

The world still needed a firm 
basis for security of food produc- 
tion, and in the emerging nations 
only foreign aid could develop it. 
If land and materials were made 
available, the poor could improve 
their living conditions. 

Sudairi said the first review of 
the Funcf s achievements would be 
made during the next meeting of 
its governing council in January. 
In the next few • months consulta- 
tions would be held among 
member states on increasing the 
Funcf s resources. 

IFAD is the newest specialized 
agency of the United Nations. It 
was set up in 1977 with initial 
resources of $ 1 billion. It has 1 13 
members. 

- Last December Sudairi told the 
governing coundFs meeting that 
in 58 countries food output was 
not keeping pace with population 


growth, and that in most develop- 
ing countries the growth in food 
production was nearer two per 
cent than the four per cent target 
set by the United Nations. 

At that meeting it was reported 
th«r IFAD had during its first year 
of activity made low-interest loans 
totalling $ 118 million to 10 
developing countries to improve 
food production.

Former President Richard Nixon 
arrived Friday on a visit to his 
friend of 25 years, the Shah of 
Iran, and attacked the Carter 
administration's handling of the 
Iranian crisis. 

“ You don't remove a friend's 
skids, ’’ he said at the airport.

Nixon, -forced out of office by 
the Watergate scandal in 1974, 
praised President Jose Lopez Por- 
tillo for giving sanctuary to the 

Shah 

“ I have not met Mr. Lopez Por- 
tillo but I admire his courage in 
protecting the Shah. ” 

The Shah fled Iran after the 
revolution and now lives under the 
threat of assassination in a heavily 
guarded villa outside Mexico CSty. 

Nixon said, “ I have come to 
visit my friend the Shah, whom I 
have known for 25 years and to 
bring him the support of millions 
of Americans. ” 

Nixon also warned Latin 
American countries that if 
Nicaraguan President Anastasio 


Somoza was succeeded by a leftist 
government they would all be m 
danger. 

“ Now that Gen. Somoza is 
prepared to resign, the crucial 
question is choosing between 
Somoza and something far worse 
than him, " Nixon said of the man 
he had staunchly? supported 
while president. 

“Ha Castro- type government 
takes over Nicaragua, all the Latin 
American governments win be in 
danger.” 

Nixon was driven to the Shah's 
villa, 90 kilometers outside the 
capital in Cuema vaca. 

Security at the Shah's wooded 
villa was arranged with the Mexi- 
can secret service. 

No news conferences were 
planned during the 17- hour visit, 
an aide of the Shah said, because 
“ I don't think there will be any- 
thing newsworthy. ” 

Nixon was to have left Mexico 
on Friday and return to his estate 
60 miles north of Tijuana for a 
July 15 party honoring some 
former astronauts and the 10th 
anniversary of the moon landing. 

Nixon flew to Mexico on a

MONROVIA, Liberia, July 13 
(AP) — Mauritanian Foreign 
Minister Ould Abdullah said Fri- 
day his government may ask its 
“traditional friends!"

AFRICAN FORCE ESCHEWED 


The African foreign ministers meeting in Monrovia have done 
well to eschew the question of forming a pan- African force. It was not 
going to work anyway. Even the leaders of the states, doe to meet on 
July 1 7, will find the proposal, firet made by Egypt, too hot to handle.

The Organization of African Unity has, since its establishment 
tried valiantly to mediate quarrels among African states but, unfor- 
tunately, with little success. That is mainly because the problems 
involved were too steeped in colonial history to be solved overnight 

But it was also because the states involved were unwilling to let 
the OAU exercise its mandate in supervening and, therefore in 
passing judgement however unpalatable they might be to one of foe 
parties concerned. 

The result has been continuous expressions of goodwill, abun- 
dant advice and very little else. 

The OAUs record in the Tanzanian invasion of Uganda, blatant 
and gross as it was. will stand out as die nadir of the organization. It 
could have struck its death knell but for the fact that Idi Amin had 
few friends inside or outside foe continent. 

Nevertheless, the OAU flouted one of its fundamental princi- 
ples just as Tanzania made a mockery of its own of non-intervention, 
although it may be said that foe Tanzanian invasion was precipitated 
by the OAUs own inaction. 

What the OAU needs today, as it has needed all along, is real 
and unstinted support by its member states, strict adherence to the 
principle of non-intervention and greater respect for human rights. 

While it is true that there are few things more abhorrent than 
apartheid and the racism of the -white regimes, the governments, 
ruling parties and juntas in Africa are hardly paragons of democratic 
rule and the supremacy of human rights. 

Apart from isolated cases such as Upper Volta, most African 
regimes still rule with an iron hand. Repression begets opposition 
which, finding no constitutional outlet, degenerates into terrorism 
which, in its turn, breeds harsher repression. 

A vicious circle of repression and terrorism invites external 
meddling which sometimes leads to intervention, however disgoised. 

A pan-African military force, will make it hard to resist the 
temptation to use it for suppressing genuine opposition to unpopular 
regimes.

Europe’ s unity effort

STRASBOURG, France — 

Less than -40 years after World War n. Western Europe has 
never looked so united — at least on the surface. 

French motorists zip by border checkpoints and drive into Bel- 
gium with nor more than a wave to the drowsing customs officer. 

A young Dutch woman sits-in a Paris cafe d rinking Belgian beer. 
Her German boy friend sips Italian espresso as the jukebox plays a 
hit by the Swedish group Abba, who sing in English. 

Lindsay Armstrong, 37 and of British-Italiau parentage, lives in 
France and wants to learn German to help him become “a complete 
European.” 

The first European Parliament elected by universal suffrage 
meets July 17. The headline ‘‘Franco- German quarrel” means some- 
thing to be sorted out by the two governments over the telephone or 
at one of their periodic summit meetings, not a prelude to the fourth 
war between the two neighbors since 1780. 

Western Europe has risen from the wreckage of World War II to 

enter the 1980s an industrial and agricultural giant. 

The nine-nation European Economic Community — the Com- 
mon Market made up of Britain, France, West Germany, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Luxembourg, Denmark and Ireland and soon 
to include Greece, Spain and Portugal — is the strongest. economic 
bloc on earth, exporting at triple the U.S. rate. 

Its population of 280 million is larger than that of the Soviet 
Union or the United States. It stands squarely between the two 
superpowers, firmly committed to blocking co mmunis m bat uneasy 
about the United States, whose leadership it questions and whose 
gas-guzzling it abhors. 

The EEC financed 1,600 kilo meters of highways lining its 
member states. 

It pays companies to hire unemployed youths, gives women legal 
aid against job discrimination, takes firms to court for setting up tariff 
barriers on their products. 

Its Brussels headquarters, sometimes called the Eurocracy, 
oversees a vast agricultural cornucopia whose biggest problem seems 
to be its surpluses. 

It sets standards on everything from auto safety to fireproof 
pajamas, genetic research to gypsy migration, medical diplomas to 
the size of the rear lights on tractors. 

But the first direct election of the European Paiiiamament also 
showed the cracks in Western Europe. Forty per cent of foe 180 
million eligible voters cared so little they did not vote. Few of the 
candidates favored broadening the parliament’s present minim al 
powers at the expense of national rights. 

“Everybody is for unity, bat nobody will concede an inch of 
national rights,” says one Common Market oflfefoi “Talking of an 
American-like United States of Europe is ridiculous.” 

The energy crisis has halved the community’ s annual growth rate 
from a healthy 4 per cent, generating higher inflation rates and more 
unemployment and intensifying the economic competition between 
allied natioas. 

For example: French fanners recently ambushed & German 
truck and strewed its load of meat over the road, protesting against 
low-price competition. 

Italy asked for EEC aid to develop its grape industry. France 
vetoed foe request, fearing its own grape sales would be hart 

The EEC Commisaon proposed a ban on hunting foe fast- 
vanishing wood pigeon. Countries where the bird is a popular quarry 
objected vehemently. 

The EEC created a monetary alliance to stabilize their curren- 
cies against the dollar. Britain stayed out, fearing its pound would 

s uffer . 



Ben Bella’ s release prompts only silence

The Common Market has done away with all tariff barriers 
among its members. But free trade is still far off because members 
cling to other taxes which protect their own products. 

Europe’s democracies have withstood the terrorists of Italy’s 
Red Brigades and West Germany’s Baader-Melnhof Gang. They 
have given their workers high wages, medical care, five-week vaca- 
tions and cradle- to-grave security. 


But EEC economists are warning that industrial growth will halt 
completely unless labor accepts wage freezes and cutbacks in living 
standards. This would amount to cooling off 30 years of welfarism at 
a time when foe unions, in their own show of European unity, are 
banding together to fight for a 35-hour work. week. (AF) 


ALGIERS — 

After 14 years of sometimes harsh 
detention the first president of indepen- 
dent Algeria, Ahmed Ben Bella, is free 
but still silent. 

So far, he has made no public appear- 
ances and requests by journalists to speak 
to him have been met with polite rebuffs. 

News of his release contained in a terse 
three-line announcement by the Algerian 
News Agency, sent journalists rushing to 
the little town of MSila, some 300 
kilometers southeast of Algiers. 

But the answer has always been the 
same, “ ‘the president* cannot see jour- 
nalists," says the man outside one of the 
poshest villas in town. 

He was apparently transferred to M 1 Si- 
la, a city of 60,000 inhabitants, on foe 
night of his release. 

Theoretically, be is free to receive vis- 
itors and officials have stressed he is now 
“a dozen like any other.** 

But Algerian authorities are obviously 
not keen on letting Him speak — at least at 
this stage. 

According to informed sources, it will 
be “weektf’ before he speaks in public. 

The announcement last week of his 
release was terse and uncommunicative: 

“The lifting of sanctions concerning Mr. 
Ahmed Ben Bella has been decided on the 
17th anniversary of independence, it was 
learned today from official sources.” 


It meant in effect the end of an ordeal 
that, including the years spent in French 
jails during the Algerian war for indepen- 
dence, has seen the former guerrilla 
leader, now 62, spend more than a third of 
his life in detention. 

Although such world figures as Gen. 
Charles dc Gaulle, Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro and Gamal Abdul Nasser urged his 
release, the late President Houari 
Boumedienne never bent to international 


p re ss u re. 

Ben Bella became president in 1963 
after the National Liberation Front, now 
foe ruling party, gained independence 
from France following a eight-year-long 
bloody guerrilla war. 

Bnt Houari Boumedienne, then 
defense minister, seized power and jailed 
him in June 1965 in a bloodless coup 
known here ever since as “the revolutio- 
nary adjustment” 

A nearly unfathomable mystery had 
surrounded Ben Bella’s detention, as offi- 
cials carefully avoided to mention him. 

They would not even recognize he was 
detained. President Boumedienne once 
said he was only “under surveillance.” 

According to the, scarce information 
available here, he maftied while in deten- 
tion, a young Algerian journalist, Zohra 
Sellami, then 26. 

They have adopted two children. 

Ben Bella’s place and condition of 
detention varied. His last location was 
about 50 kflometers from Algiers. 


There was speculation that be might 
have agreed not to speak prematurely so 
that President Chadli Benjedid would not 
be embarrassed. 

There is little doubt that Ben Bella's 
release indicated that the newly-elected 
president felt firmly enough in control to 
deal with possible opposition to his cle- 
mency. 

Nevertheless, he has to be careful not to 
antagonize Boumedienne' s closest associ- 
ates, still influential within the party and 
state. 

Ben Bella's liberation turns a new page 
in Algerian history, a page that maybe not 
all leaders were prepared to turn. 

It is believed that the new leadership, in 
power since last February, is anxious to 
get rid of the r emaining traces of internal 
conflicts stemming from the liberation 
war. 

On the anniversary of independence the 
national press made it clear that the coun- 
' try had to enter a new era with work and 
efficiency as major priorities. 

More than one Algerian out of two is 
under 18. It means they were not bom or 
were less than four when Ben Bella was 
arrested and are clearly indifferent to old 
quarrels. Hence the lade of excitement his 
liberation has generated here. 

This was in sharp contrast to the interest 
recorded abroad, where Ben Bella wu 
known as the world’s most prominent and 
longest detained political prisoner never 
brought to triaL — (R) 


Iran’ s unofficial capital is a place of homage

QOM, Iran — 

By late morning the crowd of Muslims had swel- 
led to perhaps 25,000, waiting patiently for a 
glimpse of their leader. They were packed shoulder 
to shoulder outside his house and from time to time 
someone would push his way to the barricade and 
ask an armed guard, “are you sure he's coming?” 

Thousands of them had traveled from as far away 
as Pakistan and Afghanis tan. They were here to 
pray, to see the man. 

On the outskirts of Qom, hundreds of buses were 
parked bumper to bumper. They had brought peo- 
ple in from throughout Iran. At least five different 
groups marched through the center of town, their 
banners and chants praising the Ayatollah Rubol- 
lah Khomeini. The men were at the front of the 
procession, often holding hands, and the women, in 
their black chadors, silently brought up the rear. 

This excitement, confusion and congestion is a 
daily spectacle these days in Qom. Almost over- 
night, this city of 150,000 people, a holy place to 
Shis Muslims, has been transformed into a religious 
boom town and the de facto seat of the national 
government 

The provisional government that Khomeini 


appointed in Tehran, 75 miles north of here, is little 
more than a figurehead. Qom is the revolutionary 
power base, the place where all decisions are made 
and all edicts are handed down, because this is 
where Khomeini lives. 

Khomeini, 79, has left Qom since shortly after he 
returned home from 15 years of exile last January. 
He sees virtually no one except those who come to 
pay him homage. - 

Once a week Prime Minister Mebdi Bazargan,. 
73, and his key cabinet ministers make the two- 
hour drive from Tehran.to discuss national affairs 
and receive their instructions from Khomeini over 
an unvarying lunch of yogurt and rice. There is a 
steady stream of others — foreign delegations, 
ambassadors, businessmen, religious leaders, 
thousands of Iranians with problems that in most 
countries would be bandied by the town council 

And from his modest headquarters near the 
garbage-strewn Awid River, Khomeini issues the 
word — on what country will get a contract for a 
frozen meat, who win be appointed to a senior 
government position, how the proposed constitu- 
tion will be ratified. • * 

Khomeini and his closest adviser, his son Saeed 
Ahmed Khomeini, live in an unpretentious com- 
pound, guarded by volunteer Islamic soldiers 


known as Pasdaran. The Ayatollah travels the quar- 
ter of a mile from his home to the Faizeyeh Religi- 
ous School, where he usually holds audience. On 
thereof of bis house are two antennae that transmit 
his directives and speeches to all Iran. 

His likeness is everywhere in this dirty, scruffy 
city, where there is little of beauty to be seen except 
for the gold-domed, a fortress-like, shrine that 
dominates (he city’s skyline. Pictures of the Ayatol- . 
lah are carried aloft by marchers, steadied on brick 
waBs, pasted to the windows of tbe pilgrims’ bases, 
hung in every shop, sold in six-foot- high portraits 
for$ 40 and peddled on saucers, teacups, calendars 
and aQ manner of souvenirs. 

For most of the country’s 35 million people, 
Khomeini and Iran are one. The mere rumor of his 
pending presence brings tens of thousands into the 
streets to wait, all say if necessary, for., a glimpse of 
the bearded figure in tobies and black turban. 

But this devotion — combined with Khomeini's 
consolidation of power — : helps to explain tbe gov- 
ernmental paralysis in Iran. He and his inner circle 
of confidants rule on even the smallest matter, 
delegating little authority, apparently making little 
distinction in priority between the affairs of state 
and foe problems of the individual 

Outside his home, under a canvas tarpaulin, two 


of his representatives receive hundreds of petition- 
ers every day, most of them asking for help with 
problems of employment or property. Each is pas- 
sed on to Khomeini or his researchers for an ans- 
wer. Other petitioners try to pass their letters into 
the hands of the Pasdaran guarding Khomeinfs 
street, hoping the guards will give them dir e c t ly to 
the Ayatollah. 

“Some rich men took six acres of my land,” said, a 
farmer who had traveled 500 mfl« and was now 
camped with his family on carpet near the river. “ So 
I have brought (the) Imam (Khomeini) my petition. 
Only he can solve this injustice; I know he wfll ml” 

Finally, after the crowd had waited nearly five 
hones, the familiar figure of Khomeini, small, erect, 
with bushy eyebrows, appeared on the rooftop, one 
story above the street. A roar of joy erupted and the 
crowd surged forward, pressing a gamy* the bar- 
ricade. 

On Khomeini’ s right was a guard with a machine 
gun, on his left a man .with a w alkie - talkie radio. 
Khomemi sat watching his followers. He raised hfe 
right h and in blessing, and in a few minutes was 
gone. 

The crowd stayed on briefly, to savor the 
moment, then slowly dispersed, moving toward the 
shrine. — (LAX)

A good illustration of Susan’s

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Gilberts become South Pacific’s newest nation 


TARAWA, Kiribati, July 13 
(AP) — Hie Gilbert Islands, coral 
atolls both beautiful and tragic 
where the U.S. and Japanese 
forces fought one of World War 
ITs bloodiest Pacific battles, 
'became the independent Republic 
of Kiribati on Thursday after 87 


years of British rule. 

After instruments of indepen- 
dence were exchanged and farmer 
civil service chief leremia Tabai, 
29, was sworn in as president, the 
crowd burst into applause and 
marching bands played for a 
parade of school children and 


sailors from Australian and New 
Zealand warships. 

“The end has passed and the 
beginning has arrived/’ Tabai told 
the crowd in his inaugural speech. 
“Our links with Britain have not 
ended; We have joined the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.”

Princess Anne, representing her 
mother. Queen Elizabeth n, stood 
in the hot equatorial sun to hand - 
over the implements of indepen- 
dence before a hushed crowd of 
grass-skirted islanders. 

They seemed awed by the sight 
of the princess, dressed in a 
feuytale outfit of long lemon dress 
and diamond-studded tiara. 

The islanders, who favor bare 
&etj;-shirts and lap laps — a kind 
of loincloth — had never seen any- 
thing like her, or like Anne’s hus- 
band, CapL Marie Phillips, in the 
frill-dress uniform of the First 
Queen’s Dragoon Guards, down 
to striped trousers and jangling 
spurs. 

Representing the United States 
were Gen. Louis H. Wilson, 
former Marine Corps Comman- 
dant, and Hawaii Gov. George 
AriyoshL 

The princess left the island 
within an hour of her indepen- 
dence speech, skipping the parade 
by sailors of the U.S., Australian 
and New Zealand navies, the local 
police force and civilians. 

That did not bother the Gilber- 
tese, as they still call themselves. 
They were happy to see her, and 
anyway they believe the islands 
are the center of the world. Their 
folklore says the atolls were cre- 
ated by the spider god, who then 
made the rest of the world from 
what was left over. 

Kiribati is strung out over 2 mil- 
lion square miles of the Pacific — 
straddling the equator and the 
international date line between 
Australia and Hawaii — but 


boasts only 263 square miles of 
dry land. 

The islands became a bloody 
battlefield when the U.S. Marines 
landed in November 1943 to dis- 
lodge a dug-in Japanese occupa- 
tion force. The Marines lost 1,087 
men killed and 2/192 wounded. 
The Japanese lost 4,690 killed. 

Shortly after midnight Wednes- 
day, U.S. naval gunfire was heard 
again over the Tarawa Lagoon as 
-the navy frigate U.S.S. Lang fixed 
a 21-gun salute to the new nation. 
Tbe British flag had been lowered 
for the last time at midnight after 
an evening of dancing and singing 
by islanders in grass skirts and 
flower garlands. 

Few countries are poorer than 
Kiribati — the word is “ Gilberts" 
translated into the local alphabet 
and pronounced “Kiribass.” 

The 56,000 people of the mew 
nation, which also includes the 
Phoenix and line islands, are 
packed onto tiny atolls that vary in 
width from 100 yards to one mile. 
Transport is by canoe or five trad- 
ing boats, water is as precious as 
gasoline, and 99 per cent of the 
country’s $ 18 million income is 
from one source, phosphate on 
Ocean Island, that is expected to 
run out this year. 

The British have guaranteed $ 
35 million in aid in tbe first four 
years of independence, and prom- 
ised to meet half the . budget 
deficit, which last year was$ 7 mil- 
lion. 

Many men from the overpopu- 
lated islands work as seamen for 
European shipping companies,

South African 
title fight 
faces protests 


NEW YORK, July 13 (R) — A 
coalition of anti-apartheid groups 
has launched a campaign .to stop 
the scheduled World Boxing 
Association heavyweight tide 
fight between American John 
Tate and South African Genie 
Coetzee in South Africa. 

The group, the American 
Coordinating Committee for 
Equality in Sport and Society, 
known as ACCESS, said in a 
statement it will try to “expose to 
tte public how South Africa has 
manipulated international boxing 
to enhance its overseas image and 
bow promoter Bob Arum, while 
claiming to “have licked apar- 
theid has in reality promoted 
apartheid.” 

Arum is tte promoter of the 
Tate- Coetzee fight, to be held in 
Pretoria on Oct 20. The WBA has 


sanctioned the match as a title 
fight to find a successor to 
Muhammad AH, who recently 
announced his retirement, 

ACCESS is a coalition of 25 
religious, student and other 
groups, including the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, 
founded by the late Martin Luther 
King. Tte organization led protest 
demonstrations against South 
African participation in tte Davis 
Cup while South Africa was play- 
ing the United States in Nashville, 
Tennessee last year. 

In West Berlin, South Africa 
flatly refused Thursday to pull out 
of the World Archery Champion- 
ships starting here on Friday 
despite the threat at a- Soviet bloc 
withdrawal. 

A member of the champion- 
ship’s organizing committee. West 
German Peter Rebsch, said he 
appealed to James Truter, presi- 
dent of tte South African Ardtery 
Federation, to withdraw his team' 
from the championship. 

Rebsch said he pointed out the 
possibility that tte World Archery 
Federation congress may vote to 
expel South Africa as a member at 
its meeting here on Sunday. 

Hie Soviet Union and Its Com- 
munist allies, who called on FTTA 
.to expel South Africa and 
Rhodesia, have threatened to 
withdraw from the championships 
if the two countries take part. 

Rebsch said “I pleated with 
James Truter to withdraw volun- 
tarily in order to make possible 
tte participation of every other 
contestant.” 

But he said South Africa 
intended to put the Soviet bloc 
resolution to the test and against 
the congress' decision.

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Mafia capo gunned down 
in Brooklyn restaurant 


NEW YORK, July 13 (R) — 
Mafia boss Carmine “Lillo” 
Galante was killed in a five second 
barrage of gunfire which has 
almost certainly triggered a fresh 
power struggle in New York’s 
underworld. 

Police say at least three top 
mobsters could already be plotting 
for control of New York’s five 
crime families after three masked 
men burst into an Italian restaur- 
ant in Brooklyn and opened fire 
with automatic weapons and shot- 
guns. 

When the smoke cleared 
Galante, 69, and two others lay 
dead. 

Galante' s bullet-riddled body was 

sprawled in a vat of tomato sauce, 


a large cigar still clamped in his 
mouth. 

Also dead was Leonard “nino” 
Coppolla, said to have been his 
bodyguard, and restaurant owner 
Joseph i Tor a no, pronounced 
dead on arrival in hospital. His 
17-year-son, John, was seriously 
injured. The three hit men raced 
away in a car driven by a fourth. 

Police say Galante headed one 
of the largest organized crime 
syndicate in the country, the 200- 
strong "Bonanno” family. He was 
free on $ 50,000 bail pending 
return to prison for parole viola- 
tion. 

At the restaurant a full Italian 
meal still stood on a table covered 
with a red checkered cloth.

Galante lay in his shirtsleeves, a 
blue stone ring on his small finger 
and $ 60 in cash in his pocket 

Police said the restaurant owner 
planned to travel to Italy soon and 
Galante and his bodyguard had 
gone to wish him bon voyage. 

The reputed head of the old 
Vito Genovese Family, Frank 
“Funzf’ Tierre, is reported to be 
the most powerful of the remain- 
ing New York syndicate bosses. 

• Antonio “ducks” Corallo, 
believed to wield the power in the 
Lucchese Family, is said to have 
been a Galante supporter.' 

And John “Sonny” Francese, 
who recently finished serving an 
eight-year prison term for bank 
robbery, is believed to bead die 
Colombo family. 

The leadership of the Gambino 
Family is unclear, officials say, but 
it could be in the hands of either 
Paul Castellano or his cousin, 
Aniello Dellacroce. 

Only three other people, apart 
from Galante and his friends, were 
dining in die restaurant Police said 
they were released after question- 
ing. 

Asked if there were any sus- 
pects, one policeman said- “I 
would guess that whoever did it is 
well on the way to Rome or South 
America.” J 

"They’ve killed him . They’ve 
killed him,” Nina Galante, one of 
shin man's daughters, screamed 
as reporters gathered at Galante’ s 
apartment block in Manhattan. 

In Brooklyn, a store owner near 
the restaurant said: “I heard a 
whole lot of shots and thought it 
was a bunch of firecrackers until I 
saw men with rifles run out” 

“I just ran back into my store ” 
he said

LONDON, July 13 (R) — The British government acted Friday 
to spare Prime Minister Abel Muzorewa of Zimbabwe Rhodesia the 
indignity of a court tussle over a treason warrant during his present 
visit to London. 

-The and- apartheid movement had planned to apply to a magis- 
trate for a warrant for Muzorewa 1 s arrest, to face allega t ions of 
treason against Queen Elizabeth arising from Rhodesia's having 
seized independence in 1965. 

Only hours before the application was to be submitted, the gov- 
ernment slapped down an order giving Muzorewa- immunity from 
any prosecution, a Foreign Office spokesman said. 

He is in London for talks with British ministers aiming at seeking 
recognition for his embatded regime. 

He arrived here Thursday night from the United States after a 
similar mission but was told by President Jimmy Carter’ s administra- 
tion that it would not be useful to lift U.S. sanctions at this time.

Behind Jones on the second row 
however is his team mate Clay 
Regazzoni of Switzerland who 
won the position with the time of 
1:13:11 seconds. Next to him is 
Nelson Piquet in a Brabham.

A description of the find was 
authentic enough for U.S. space 
agency experts to say they were 
interested in looking at it person- 
ally, according to Norton. 

Norton, aged 35,said Friday he 
and two friends were actually 
searching for a missing man about 
six miles south of Rawlinna on the 
lonely Trans-Australia Railway 
line when they stumbled on tbe 
wreckage. 

It measures three feet in diame- 
ter and about six feet long and 
appears to be coated with a sub- 
stance s imilar to fiber glass. It 
been scorched and bears the 
number 102 stamped on it 

Norton and his friends, Laurie 
Hotstone, 37, and Peter Ralphs, 
25, towed the wreckage back to 
Rawlinna, about 850 miles east of 
Perth, in a semi- trailer. 

"We don’t know what if $ worth 
and we are not sure what we are 
going to do with if’ said Norton. 

“But NASA has taken a big 
interest and apparently they are 
trying to claim it back. 

“But we have a solicitor and we 
will see what happens,” Norton 


added. 

" We were looking for this chap 
who was supposed to be missing 
between Cockfebiddy and Raw- 
linna when we found the Skylab," 
said Hotstone. 

“We haven't really given any 
thought to Skylab and we had not 
been outside when all the commo- 
tion went on. Bat we found the 
collar first and then found the 
Skylab. When we tracked back we 
found three impacts," Hotstone 
continued. 

“It hit tbe ground, bounced 
about one hundred meters and 


then bounced again about date 
hundred meters before comma to 
rest. We did not reafise what it 
was. 

“We thought it was- a tree 
because it was covered m & this 
shredded fiber glass." : j 

All three are hoping their big 
find will change their fortunes. 

"We are not counting: 
money yet but we will see what 
happens” said Norton. 

They said they had checked and 
were confident that i a $ 10,000 
reward being offered by a Califor- 
nia newspaper for a genuine piece 
of Skylab still applied. 


Voyager experts excited 
by photos of Jupiter rings 


PASADENA California. July 
13 (AP) — Scientists dazzled by 
photos of Jupiter’s newly disco- 
vered ring were programming Voy- 
ager 2 computers Thursday to 
have its cameras take more ring 
shots they hope will be even more 
revealing. 

"You don’t go a half billion 
miles into space and not at least 
look," said Dr. Bradford Smith of 
the University of Arizona and 
head of the Voyager photography 
team. 

Smith said the ring's discovery 
was totally unexpected. Voyager 2 
was not even programmed to look 


at the ring. And Voyager 1, which 
preceded its sistership to’ Jupiter 
by four months, had only been 
programmed to take two pictures 
in case there was a ring. 

Voyager 2 was pulling away 
from Jupiter toward a 1981 
rendezvous with Saturn. But its 
co mp uter was being programmed 
to fake about 25 more photo- 
graphs from a different angle — 
looking down on the ring instead 
of upwardj, said Alan Wood, a 
spokesman at the National 
Aeronautic and Space Administ- 
ration’s Jet Propulsion Laborat- 
ory here. 


Summit begins Tuesday 

OAU giving up on pan- African force 


MONROVIA, Liberia. July 13 
(R) — African states have shelved 
for the time being a plan to set up a 
pan- African defense force to 
police trouble spots on tbe conti- 
nent. 

African leaders, alarmed by the 
wars raging there, called last year 
for a standby force which could be 
raiw-H into action by 10 heads of 
state of the 49-nation Organiza- 
tion of African Unify (OAU). 

But after a year reflecting on the 
cost and organizational difficul- 
ties, OAU foreign ministers 
decided Thursday to send the plan 
for farther consideration at the 
three-day beads of state confer- 
ence beginning here on T\iesday, 
spokesman Ieter Onu said. 

Even if the leaders decided to 
go ahead, the plan could not be 
pat into effect before 1980, obser- 
vers said. 


Conference sources said a 
number of delegations did not 
think a pan- African force would 
work and the plan should be 
shelved indefinitely. 

Senegal considered the politi- 
cal, ideological and practical obs- 
tacles insuzmonntable. 

Senegal believed that on tbe 
occasions when . political agree- 
ment on peace-keeping was poss- 
ible the difficulties of assembling 
and supplying a force drawn from 
armies equipped by a large 


number of outride suppliers could 
not be readily overcome, the 
sources said. 

Onu said “we are not thinking 
of a standing army, but of standby 
force to be called on by the OAU 
Defense CoundL" 

Conference sources said small 
states like Rwanda had voiced 
concern at the cost, and former 
French West African countries 
had made it dear they were gong 
ahead with their own regioul 
defence pact, backed by France. 


Dayan to visit Netherlands 

THE HAGUE, July 13 (R) — Israeli Foreign Minister Moshc 
Dayan will begin a three-day official visit to the Netherlands on July 
25, a Dutch Foreign Mimstxy spokesman said Friday . 

Dayan was expected here on July 16, but the visit was canceled 
when it was found he had cancer. 

A malignant growth was removed from his lower intestines at tbe 
end of June but he is due to resume work this Sunday. 
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
